Slight  efforts  have  been 
made  to  win  back  tho  East,  and 
these  efforts  will  increase,  as  wit- 
ness the  fawn  and  flattery  of  the 
late  encyclical.  A few  non-con- 
formist sects  have  been  welcomed 
back  with  pompous  display,  and 
the  work  of  propagandism  will  bo 
continued,  with  the  hope  of  under- 
mining and  absorbing  the  Greek 
church.  That  body  has  always 
lacked  homogeneity  and  courage, 
and  more  than  likely  a union  will 
be  effected.  However;  the  result 
will  be  a backward  step  for  Rome; 
for  the  West  will  be  alidnated. 

The  success  of  this  attempted 
ecclesiastical  conquest  depends 
largely  on  political  conditions 

The  present  attitude  of  the  par- 
ties concerned  is  well  understood. 
Germany,  Austria  and  Italy  are  on 
one  side,  with  France  and  Russia 
on  the  other.  The  game  is  on  and 
the  Pope  is  watching  for  his  oppor- 
tunity. He  hates  Germany  with 
an  Italian  hatred.  He  is  cultivat- 
ing discontent  in  Italy,  and  the 
financial  ruin  of  the  country  affords 
him  pleasing  encouragement. 
Russia  might  be  willing  to  offer 
him  a church  and  France  give  him 
a treasury,  if  he  would  wrest  Italy 
from  the  Triple  Alliance  and  carry 
it  over  as  a return  for  these  favors. 

The  rosult  might  bo  Ijds  restora- 
tion to  temporal  powe'f*  and  the 
coveted  humiliation  of  Germany.

The  Interrupted  Teacher.

Xot  thie  interruptions  that  occur 
in  one’s  class,  but  those  that  fling 
themselvjes  into  the  path  of  a teach- 
er’s daily  life-  *nd  upset  the  most 
ardent  methods  of  study  and  the 
most  persistent  plans  mapped  out 
for  conscientious  preparation  of 
one's  lesion,  is  what  I wish  to 
speak  of!  One  mRy  start  out  on 
Monday  morning  with  the  most 
vigilunt  jsarnestnesa  to  apply  dili- 
gent study  toward  the  thorough 
preparation  of  one’s  lesson  for  the 
forthcoming  Sabbath-day’s  teach- 
ing. and  see  cherished  plans  day 
by  day  full  into  dissolution  from  the 
most  unlooked-for  interruptions 
until  the'  whole  week  has  slipped 
by,  and  Saturday  night  finds  one 
routed  and  heartsick  over  the  fail- 
ure to  atcomplisb  the  longed-for 
application  necessary  for  wide- 
awake preparation. 

Those  who  lead  professional 
lives  of  study  may  feel  a tinge  of 
impatient  censure  toward  those 
who  alloW  tbemsflves  to  be  inter- 
rupted and  turned  away  from  so 
important  a duty’  as  “proper  pre- 
paration.” Thejf  may  have  their 
habits  ofl  study  so  methodic  that 
interruptions  are  not  probable,  in- 
deed not  allowed.  But  the  great 
mass  of  Sunday-School  teachers 
lead  bns^  practical  lives,  and  “stu- 
dy” is  a thing  apart,  and  has  to  be 
dovetailed  into  the  midst  of  these 
praetical|  duties,  and  sought  for  be- 
tween the  duties  and  demands  of 
active  drily  life. 

A glimpse  is  given  here  of  a

All  the  salts  of  lead,  including  white  lead,

The  foregoing  considerations  are  of  spe- 
cial interest  Id  the  painter,  he  being  the 
only-one  whose  health  is  jeoparded  in  the 
application  ol  ihc  paint.  But  the  mow  iip- 
porfanl  consideration  is  the  behaviur  of  (he 
'paint  after  it  has  been  applied  It  is  well 
known  that  pure  lead  paint  quickly  crum- 
bles and  falls  into  pow  der— “chalks  off,"  in 
painter's  parlance  This  lead  dust  or  q>ow- 
dcr  is  poisonous,  and  especially  to  to 
women  and  children.  It  may  not  produce' 
severe  lead  poisoning,  but  it  does  injure  the 
health.  Now  ride  white  does  not  ciumhle 
from  the  painted  surface,  and  when  com- 
bined with  lead  it  prevents  the  latter-irun 
crumbling.  Hence  with  a c<  mbination 
paint  made  of  xinc  and  lead  there  is  no 
“chalking  of!,'’  and  comequenlly  no  )Aiui- 
bility  of  lead  poisoning 

A lead  combination  paint  containing  sine 

is,  theie'ore;  perl*  tly  safe  to  use  as  lar  as 
the  healih  of  those  living  in  its  pretence  is 
concerned,  and  relatively  safe  as  regards 
the  healih  of  the  painters  who  apply  it. 

Rome  French  authorities  claim  that  pure 
zinc  wh'te  is  superior  to  white  lead  fon 
every  account^  and  one  prominent  i’arisian 
firm  of  contracting  painters  use  no  whits 
lead  in  any  of  their  work  i but,  taking  con- 
di  ions  as  they  are  and \sperience  as  it 
runs,  this  is  rather  an  extreme  view.  Paint- 
ers are  familiar  with  the  uie  of  lead,  it  is 
Very  opsque,  and  when  properly  combined 
with  zinc  to  hold  it  in  plact,  and  to  whiten 

it,  makes  sene  rally  a satisfactory  paint.  But 
aiont  it  is  not  a good  paint  and  is  anything 
but  economical.  tComphred  with  the  best 
combination  pamta  .it  costa  more  per  pound, 
requires  fully  ditty  per  cent  mote  ol  it  to 
cover  aatisiactorily  an  equal  surfaiji,  and 
needs  renewal  in  a much  shorter  lime.  On 
every  consideration  the  combination  paints 
have  the  advantage.  '
